Perry School was named 

after L. J. Perry, who at one 
time was head of the Redondo 
Railway.

Mrs. May Dalton, who first 
started teaching at Perry 34 
years ago, was on hand Thurs-

day and Friday when the work­ 
men began- ripping apart the 
old structure. She still Is a 
teacher at Perry, where she in­ 
structs the first grade.

Mrs. Dalton took her first 
graders out Friday to watch 
the demolition of the building 
in which she first began her 
local teaching career;

She taught the first and sec­ 
ond grades when sne;flrst went 
to Perry. She,is a graduate of 
Washington Stale Normal, in

Bellingham, Wash., and taught 
in Washington for four years 
before coming to this area in 
1921.

Perry School went along 

under its own steam until 1924 
when a newly-formed Perry 
School District built an addi­ 
tion onto the old School, wltlth 
now is the 'present administra­ 
tion building.
, The first class in the old 
building consisted of about 16

youngslars. Robert Teal was 
the teacher and at that time 
less than a dozen houses were 
located within the school's 
area. It was formerly a part of 
the Redondo High-School Dis­ 
trict.

Attendance sky-rocketed up­ 

ward, even in the days of 
World War I, until, when the 
present administration building 
was constructed in 1924 as a 
four classroom structure, en­

rollment was up to 127.
The rapid rise in attendance 

from 1922 to 1924 served as in­ 
dication of things to come for 
the booming Torrancc area. In 
1922 there were 45 students. 
TJiat figure jumped to 85 in 
1923.

When the 1924 building ad­ 
dition was made, the IVrry 
School board consisted of John 
Key.-C. D. Sutllff, and Clifford 
Whistler.

Present enrollment of the

school is more than 101)0 with 
a five-year projected enroll­ 
ment of 1250 serving fas main 
reason for the new construc­ 
tion.

John W. Strom is the prin­ 

cipal. He heads a staff of 28 
teachers at 1'crry, 27 more 
than the single instructor that 
taught when the school was 
opened in 1906 and 25 more 
than the three teachers who 
were with the school in 1924.
